unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, appliean, will be entitled to consideration of claims 
■o additional species whtoh are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations 
of an allowed genenc claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
2 Cun-ently, none of the claims appear to be generic. 
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3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features as differentiated in Applicants' specification. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the currently 
named inx entors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application.
